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‘Hunters do more for conservation 
of animals than any other group’

In recent years increasing 
criticism has been levied against 
the hunter. Anti-hunting groups 
have made hunters out to be 
uncaring, insensitive, murderous 
maniacs, while the news media 
has shown them as sadists bent 
on the destruction of our 
wildlife. Movies and specials on 
television have presented 
fallacious information as a 
means to degrade the character 
of all hunters, and many 
Organizations against hunting 


have introduced bills in state 
legislatures outlawing all hunting 
on public land. The cries of 
“merciless killing’’ have been 
heard in courts, state legislatures 
and Congress, and the cries get 
louder. 

One result of this outcry is 
that hunters have become a 
minority in our population, 
facing stereotyping and 
persecution for their life styles. 
However, there are many facts 
and many people backing the 
hunter. The members of the 
Association of Game, Fish 
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and Conservation, a commision 
made up of experts from the 50 
states, Canada and Mexico, agree 
that “the current emotional 
outburst against hunting is one 
of the most acute problems 
facing wildlife managers today.” 
And stili the ranting continues. 
In May of 1971, a staff 
member of “The American 
Rifleman” reported that during 
a conversation with a prominent 
figure of a national television 
network, he was told, ““You are 
going to see television and movie 
films that will make hunting 
look sickening. So sickening that 
they will turn the American 
public against all hunting.” 
Nothing much was thought of 
this threat until the television 
special “Say Good-bye” 
appeared. In this special, a 
complete lie was shown. The 
scene was of an illegal aerial 
hunt of a mother polar bear with 
her two cubs. The scene showed 
the bear being shot while the 
cubs looked on, supposedly 
killing the mother, and leaving 
the small cubs to starve. Later it 
was learned that two films had 
been spliced together. One film 
actually showed the mother bear 
being shot with w dart rifle for 
research, and after she was 
tagged, weighed and measured 
she walked away unharmed with 
her cubs in tow. Whereas a film 
showing another bear hunt by an 
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Alaskan physician was spliced, 
giving the viewer the false 
impression that the mother bear 
had actually been killed. 

As a result of this many law 
suits were brought against 
Woilper Productions and the 
sponsor, Quaker Oats. This and 
other programs like it have been 
very effective in turning the 
public mind against hunting. But 
there is an obvious question: 
why would hunters want to kill 
off our wildlife when it would 


mean the destruction of 
hunting? 
The simple truth is that 


hunters have done more for the 
conservation of animals than any 
other group of people 

Before 1910 = very ~—s few 
whitetail deer existed east of the 
Appalachians. Hunters grouped 
together and created game 
control laws. Since that time: 
the deer herds have increased so 
much that the lower states have 
open hunting season to check 
their growth. Because of the 
hunter there are more whitetail 
deer today than at the time of 
the Pilgrim's landing. 

Hunters imported the 
Pheasant and the chukar 
partridge, and they developed 
ways to enlarge the dove and 
pheasant populations. The fact 
is, hunters created the words 
““game management" and 
“conservation.” 

Sportsmen pay an 11% exise 
tax on all firearms, ammunition, 
fishing tackle and other 
equipment. In 1965 President 
Johnson proposed to do away 
with this tax but he was met 
with such strong opposition 
from sportsmen that the idea 
was dropped. This tax averages 
$35 million dollars a year which 
goes to the conservation of 
animals. The money from 
hunting and fishing licenses 
brings in nearly $200 million 
dollars a year which is used to 
support game management 
commissions and to pay the 
salaries of game wardens. 

One of the bills anti-hunting 
Organizations have introduced 
would prohibit all hunting on 
federal land. Another of the 
bill's proposals was to

reintroduce natural predators to 
kill off the sick and old in the B 
deer herds. This was clear but 
very impractical. It is much 
easier for these predators to kill 
cattle and sheep, something they 
discovered a long time ago. 

In December 1970 three 
anti-hunting organizations 
successfully banned a special 
one-day hunt in the great swamp 
area of New Jersey. Even though 
evidence was shown that the 
Swamp was overrun with deer 
and that they were in danger of 
Starving to death during the 
winter, a three judge panel ruled 
in favor of the organizations. By 
the end of the winter thousands 
of deer had starved to death and 
plant life was virtually 
non-existent as a result of over 
grazing by the deer. The hunters 
had been right and the deer were 
nearly wiped out as a result of 
this mistake. 

Letting herds build up this 


way is disastrous. When they 
can’t find enough food to 
Survive, they wander onto 


farmland and destroy thousands 
of dollars worth of crops. To 
Prevent starvation it has been 
proposed to feed the herds 
instead of hunting them. This 
would be costly and impractical 
to say the least. So far, the best 
way to check overpopulation in 
deer herds is hunting. Letting 
natural predators do the job is 
no longer possible now that man 
has been in the picture for so 
long. Doing away with hunting 
without considering the 
consequences would not only be 
foolish, it would be disastrous 
All the evidence points to 
starvation for our wildlife 


The hunters who read this 
article should not be reassured 
to any great degree. Anti-hunters 
have many good arguments on 
their side and without proper 
representation on the part of the 
sportsmen, hunting could very 
easily become obsolete 
However, the 
repercussions which might occur 
have been stated and restated in 
hope that these anti-hunters will 
reconsider their positions and 
ideals.

Ultra-Violence comes to the screen

A Clockwork Orange is a 
remarkably faithful adaptation 
of an extremely difficult novel 
by Anthony Burgess. Not only 
has director Stanley Kubrick 
kept the plot exactly as Burgess 
wrote it, and retained the 
classically-candenced dialogue of 
the original, but he has captured 
the complex ideological 
undercurrent that made the 
book so much more than just 
another science fiction novel 
Kubrick has done all this in 
brilliantly cinematic terms, 
rendering Burgess’ dark vision 
with a dazzling array of lenses, 
camera movements, fast- and 
slow-motion, and a beautifully 
dense soundtrack. It's a tour de 
force, and that’s all there is to it 


carrey een ? 
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. Showtime 


As you probably know by 
now, the film is set in a 
near-future when young hoods 
have pretty much taken over 
England. (Rockers were very big 
when the book was originally 
written, and the gangs in 
Clockwork Orange are logical 
extensions of those British 
bikers of the 60's.) Alex, the 
main character, is the head of a 
small gang, and the first half of 
the film shows him generally 
terrorizing everyone in sight 
Midway, he’s captured, and the 
last part of the film takes him 
through a course of behavioral 


psychological conditioning to 
make him “good.” It works, but 
at the cost of his very 
soul Burgess suggests that it’s 
better to do evil by free will 
than to do good helplessiy and 
the film's “happy ending” has 
Alex transcending the 


conditioning to become a4 


free-willed homicidal madman 


again. It's not exactly a cheery 
ending, but on its own black 
terms, it functions as an upbeat 
conclusion 

Kubrick hasn't added 
anything to the book, but has 
rendered it with the utmost 
fidelity He even retains the 
complex synthetic slang 
(“nadsat’’) that Burgess made up 


for the book-a mixture of 
Russian and Gypsy argot, and 
ockney rhyming slang. It makes 
the dialogue a bit hard to follow 
(Burgess included a glossary in 
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the novel), but after 15 or 20 
minutes you've picked up most 
of it, the context makes it pretty 
clear. The effect of the strange 
language is to make the sense of 
“futureness’”’ utterly 
believable even more than the 
futuristic sets and flat lighting 

Clockwork Orange \ooks a 
great deal like 200/ Kubrick has 
used wide-angle lenses a lot, 
which tend to distort the image 
around the edges as if he were 
trying to cram the Cinerama 
scope of 200] into the standard 
wide-screen ratio of Clockwork 


Orange The effect of the 
wide-angle lenses is to make 
everything hard-edged and 
slightly hallucinatory an effect 
that’s emphasized by the sets 
and lighting, just as in 200/ 
Colors are saturated, and even 


the exteriors are so well-lit that 


they might have been shot on 
sets. Technically, the film is

Miller grew up in the Bedford

After graduating from Albert 
Einstein Medical School and 
completing his internship, Dr. 
Miller heard a bugle, “‘about two 
inches behind my head.” He 
volunteered for the Army. “No 
one is forced to go into the 
Army,” he explained, “You can 
go to jail instead.” 

While in the service, Miller 
became intercziea in hypnosis 
because of its pai)-deadening 
qualities. There are three types 
of pain, he explained, 
demonstrating visually the ways 
in which people respond to 
them. Even the worst of the 
three can be completely 
deadened by hypnosis. 

Pain has plagued medical men 
ever since Hypocrates. Here was 
a way to handle it, a way which 


has virtually been ignored. 
Hypnosis has been practiced 
since the early 1800's while 


antiquated anesthetic practices 
which did more harm than good 
were in use. Side effects from 
this type of anesthesia were, and 
are, a constant danger.

From his synthesis of math, 
medicine and hypnosis, Dr. 
Miller has developed what he 
calls “Selective Awareness,”’ as a 
tool for psycho-analysis.
